Th e recent actions by th e Board of Education 
and Supt. Blair warrant ju.stifiable criticism 
from many q uarters. 
Th e sch eduled investigation by th e OHSAA 
with th e admini.stration .sh ould h elp clear th e 
air concerning th e ath letic p r o g r a m , wh ich 
seems to be one of th e basic causes of th e 
current controversy . 
Supt. Blair made a wise decision in asking 
th e OHSAA to come in to assist in th e probe, 
oth erwise critics probably would not h ave been 
satisfied an impartial inve.stigation was marie. 
Apparently th ere is a long path of nrambles 
to be trod before th e East Liverpool educational 
program is again in th e land of roses, but it 
i.s to be h oped th e proper sch ooling of our ch il­ 
dren does not suffer in th e process.

What seems to be overlooked by the Soviet* 
is that the existence of nuclear weapon* i« a 
threatening force in the world and that the 
Soviets may. as the years go by. find them 
selves menaced by a nuclear weapons stockpile 
being built up in Red China 
Certainly the time has come for -ome serious 
thinking on the part of the Communist regime 
in Moscow. It can can hardly hope to retain 
the confidence of its 230 million people if it re 
fuses to enter into agreements to ban the use 
of nuclear weapon* and to make sure that on 
site inspection i* permit'ed on both sides so that 
effective steps will be taken to insure ; gainst 
violations of any agreement reached 


THE UNITED STATES has been striving from 
the day that nuclear bombs came into exist 
erne to find some basis for agreement with 
other nations to ban a nuclear war 
When 
poison gas was first introduced, it became eve 
dent that the damage to both sides would con 
stitute a form of international suicide This now 
is even more apparent with respect to nuclear 
weapons 
What is puzzling is that the Soviets have not 
yet come to realize that the United States i* 
sincere in its effort to bar nuclear weapon* 
and thai once an agreement on this subject i*

Paul en courages us to con ­ 
sid er both the good n ess an d 
the .severity of God . “ Behold 
therefore the good n ess an d 
severity of God . . . “ Rom. 
11:22. Thus. God will be good 
to us if we d o his will.

It is Important 
that we recognize that (hid 
is good because the goodness 
of God leads to repentance 
Rom 2 4 However, there is 
another side to God s nature. 
We must also recognize this 
Paul encourages us to con­ 
sider both the goodness and 
the seventy of God 1 Behold 
therefore the goodness and 
severity of God . . . * Rom. 
ll 22 Thus. God will he good 
to us if we do his will. He 
will also punish us if we 
disobey His will Some Bible 
examples will help us to be 
able to see this truth 
Notice the example of Noah 
and the flood God was great­ 
ly displeased with the sin of 
the world They had gonp so 
far into sin that all their 
thoughts 
and 
imaginations 
were evil continually. Gen. 
6 5 “ But Noah found grace 
in the eves of the l/>rd ” 


Gen 6 8 God sent the flood 
and destroyed all of those 
who would not obey His will. 
God was good to Noah and 
his family as they obeyed 
His will. In this example we 
can see both the goodness 
and the severity of God. 
Again we can notice the 
example of I Ait and the city 
of Sodom The wickedness of 
this city is well known. God 
was greatlv displeased with 
the people of Sodom and thus 
decided to destroy it Lot was 
a righteous man and God 
made provision for his es­ 
cape I Att was told as he left 
the city to go to the moun­ 
tains and not to look back 
God destroyed the city of 
Sodom with tire and brim­ 
stone Gen. 19 24 The wife of 
lx)t did not do as God com­ 
manded and she looked back 
She was punished for this 
disobedience by becoming a 
pillar of salt. Gen 19 36 In 
this example we can see that 
God was good but we can 
also see that God was severe 
with those who would not 
obey His voice

The Lighter Side 


A 
MAN STANDS o n a pro mo nto ry o v erlo o king a 
wo o ded a rea . He is dressed in co a t, tro users a nd 
ha t o f v iv id red. Suddenly a sho t ring s o ut fro m 
clo se ra ng e a nd the ma n slumps to the g ro und, dea d 
o f a la rg e ca liber bullet in his chest. 
Wa rfa re? No . it’s a no ther “ hunting a ccident” 
o f the ty pe tha t cla ims do zens o f liv es ev ery y ea r 
in the United Sta tes. 
And do es the ca reless g un-wielder wind up in 
the electric cha ir o r do lo ng stretch in priso n. 
Ju.st wa tch! 
"1 thought it was a deer,’’ he tells 
a coroner’s jury . That's 
all—“I thought it was a deer.’’ 


THE .lURY in it.s wisdom decides it’s a clean-cut case of 
accidental death. After all. it could have been a deer. Human 
life is cheap in the woods in hunting season. 
Even a traffic fatality is not accepted as casually . Drivers 
responsible for the death of another have been k nown to 
serve a y ear in jail on a manslaughter charge, although the 
occasions admittedly are few and far 
between. 
Give an ordinary , sane American 
a hunting license and a 
gun and turn him loose on the country side and suddenly he 
becomes a trigger-happy fellow, lack ing judgment or common 
courtesy , and ready to fire at the slightest movement. 
In addition to the dozens who are k illed every y ear, many 
others are maimed or wounded, spending week s in the hospital. 
The wounded have more chance at legal recourse than the 
dead. Sometimes they go so far as to sue in a civil action to 
recover damages from the “sportsman" who wounded them. 
But the chances of winning are pretty slim. 
“1 thought it was a deer,” the defendant say s, fixing a 
my opic stare on the jury And away he goes scot tree, per­ 
haps to k ill or wound again. 
l,ack of rudimentary k nowledge 
firearms must lie behind 
.some of the fatalities. 


AMERICANS SEEM to think they 're all born with God-given 
talents as expert 
mark smen and natural woodsmen. Nothing 
could be further 
from the truth, particularly in the last 50 
y ears, when most of the population was born and reared in 
the cities and .saw the country side only occasionally —if at all. 
Rut any rea.sonably sane person can walk into a store, plunk 
down the price of a rifle or shotgun, then acquire a hunting 
license for a small outlay by answering a couple of simple 
question about his name and address. 
He's free to tak e to the woods and blast away with the 
weapon, even though he may not k now its caliber and he’s a 
little vague about which end to point at the game. Chances 
are he can find 
the trigger and he may be able to load the 
gun, with help, 
but he probably has no idea of the location 
of the safety catch or the weapion's frightening ballistics. 
A.sk anv resident of a rural area about the perils of hunting 
season. Every one of them has a favorite story about the fool­ 
hardiness of city ty pes who run loose in the woods and the fields. 
They ’ll tell y ou of stray bullets plunk ing into the roof or side of 
their homes and errant shotgun pellets pattering through the 
leaves lik e rain. 
They ’ll tell y ou of fences trampled to the ground, crops 
damaged and spring befouled, all by a minority of vandals who 
ma.squerade under the label “sport.sman ” 


THERE’S A REMEDY to all this that no American legis­ 
lative body ever will have the courage to adopt 
Require that a hunting license will be issued only after the 
applicant has passed 
a .stringent course in gun-handling, fa­ 
miliarity and mark smanship conducted by experts, such as 
representatives of the American Rifle Association. Tack onto 
the rules a clause requiring 
a strict phy sical examination, with 
emphasis on good sight and hearing. 
Then require every licensed hunter to carry liability insur­ 
ance to cover the victims of his mistak es—persons k illed or 
wounded or deprived of their property . 
“Sportsmen” rise and scream collectively every time there s 
a proposal for control of guns. They cite the U.S. Constitution’s 
provision that there shall be no infringement of the people’s 
right to k eep and bear arms. 
That safeguard was valid in the early day s of the Republic 
when the common defense rested on the ability of the popu­ 
lace to rise to arms on short notice and snipe at an enemy 
with squirrel rifles. At the same time, when there was no 
supermark et just down the street, a man’s meals depended 
in great measure on his ability to handle a gun and stalk 
game. 
These conditions do not prevail today , happily , or most of 
us would have starved to death a generation ago. 


A.ND THERE’S another tacet to that Constitutional sate- 
g uiird. It do es no t say the public has a 
rig ht to bear lo a ded 


weapons. That right should be reserved to hunters in the 
field who have met the stringent requirements for a license. 
Alcohol is another hazard in the field that few hunters talk 
about publicly . But most will admit privately it’s a danger 
as great as the novice attempting to master a gun. 
That problem can be solved in part by mak ing the penalty 
just as severe for a gun-wielder with alcohol on his breath as 
it is in some states for those who get behind the wheel of a 
car after drink ing. 
Finally , a few words on one veteran hunter’s solution for the 
un.schooled gunner who bangs away at any thing that moves. 
The old-timer was standing on a point of land overlook ing 
a vallev in the deer country in the mountains of central 
Pennsy lvania. Suddenly a big projectile thudded into a tree 
just behind him. Then he heard the boom of a shotgun. Look ­ 
ing across the valley , he saw the man who had fired the 
“punk in’ ball,” a solid shot loaded into a shotgun shell. 
The veteran hunter raised his .30- 30 rifle, estimated Ken­ 
tuck y windage quick ly and .squeezed off a shot. The bullet 
thudded into a tree just over the nincopoop’s head. 
The stranger hurled away the shotgun from which he had 
fired the punk in’ ball and disappeared down the hillside, per­ 
haps to con.sider the folly of blazing away at a man who would 
resent being mistak en for a deer.

Stretch fabrics offer c o m-

Guides to buy ing stretch gar­ 
ments are: 
(1) Trv on a stretch gar­ 
ment — bend, sit, move about 
to test comfort. If y ou find it 
difficult to buy a dress, blouse 
or sk irt with enough freedom 
across the back between the 
sleeves, then stretch fabrics 
may solve the problem. They 
may give enough ease to per­ 
mit y ou to move without rii>- 
ping a seam or tearing the 
garment. 
(2) Buy the same size y ou 
alway s buy . Just because the 
fabric stretches doesn’t mean 
that a .smali« * size will give 
y ou a comfortable fit. It is pas- 
.sible, however, to have a little 
snugger fit in stretch fabrics 
than in other woven fabrics 
with(Hit affecting either com­ 
fort or appearance. 
(3) If the garment is t o o 
tight, it may be uncomfortable 
and the fabric may lose its 
stretch and recovery powers. 
If a stretch falM*ic Is frequent­ 
ly stretched to its limit, bag­ 
ging and sagging are apt to 
occur 
In these cases 
t he 
stretch of the fabric becomes 
fatigued 
(4) Before y ou buy , stretch 
the fabric to see h(w well it 
recovers after stretching. This 
recovery power is as impOTt- 
ant as the stretchability . This 
is a good clue to future per­ 
formance d the fabric. 
(5) Several methods a r e 
iLsed to build in the stretchi­ 
ness. These techniques a r e 
heatset y a r n s , elastomeric 
y ams, or piece goods finish­ 
ing. With heat set stretch, an 
inelastic y am is a-im p^ or 
twisted, then heat set 
i n t o 
position. 
Elastomeric y ams arc y ams 
that just naturally strtech due 
to their chemical formulation 
Spandex is a family of such 
fibers. Another k ind of stretch 
is produced when the fabric 
is treated. In a process called 
piece goods finishing, fabric 
is actually shrunk and penna- 
nently set into position. 
Caring for stretch requires 
no real change in laundry 
practices Read the labels to 
determine the recommenda­ 
tions for care.

Do labels on your clothing 
lead a useless life? Are they 
ignored, or do you read them 
before buying'.' Or do they end 
up in the wastebasket’’ 
labels are for your protec­ 
tion as a consumer. Manufac­ 
turers don’t use them just to 
waste their time and money 
Federal laws require that cer 
tam information be on each 
label or hang tag 
A small 
recipe 
file 
box 
makes a useful place to save 
labels, or hang tags. Divide 
it into sections for s k i r t s. 
chesses, blouses, etc T h e n 
mark which garment each la­ 
bel is from. When laundry or 
care questions “occur” y o u 
can easily find what method 
the manufacturer recommend 
ed. 
Just what must be on each 
label for clothing or house­ 
hold textiles’’ 
First, the kind of f i b e r s 
used must be listed The fi­ 
ber’s generic name, not just 
a brand name, is required bv 
law For example, in Dacron 
polyester, the generic name 
is polyester 
Dacron is just 
one company's trade name for 
a polyester fiber. Fortrel. Ko- 
del and Vicron are other trade 
names for polyester fibers 
All four of these fibers be­ 
long to tile same family of 
libers That is, they have the 
same characteristics We can 
expect them to behave t h e 
same way.

The white bass fishing should be excellent this 
weekend, and I hope it is because I plan to be fish­ 
ing around Middle Bass Island if all goes well. 
White bass fishing is different. The method 
used is called "ju m p ” fishing. 
I his term is applied because you move, or 
jump, from one spot to another with your boat, fol­ 
lowing the schools of fish. 


White bass have a habit of chasing large schools of minnows 
to the surface of the water and then feeding on them The 
water literally boils as hundreds of tne fish scram ble on the 
surface after the minnows. 


When you s o p this commotion. you quickly head your boat 
toward the school, using care not to get too close 
They 


are easily frightened by the noise of

In one test involving school- 
age and younger children, the 
vaccine was 98 per cent effec­

Dr 
Hille- 
man told the American Thera­ 
peutics Society. 
Vaccinated youngsters have 
shown protective antibodies for 
as long as seven months, he 
said raising hopes that one vac­ 
cination may confer life long 
immunity. 
The new vaccine is not yet 
available for general use 
It 
must undergo broader testing 
before it can be considered for 
government license 
Mumps, generally a mild dis­ 
ease. sometimes leads to seri­ 


ous complications, especially in 
adults. 
Dr. Hilleman developed the 
new vaccine with Dr. Eugene 
Buynak of Merck Clinical tests 
were carried out with Drs Rob­

Or why doesn’t the whirling electron 
fall into the nucleus of an atom^ The earth is attracted to the 
sun by gravitation, the rope holds the bucket to the boy. the 
electron is electrically attracted to the nucleus.

The top officer in the East Liverpool School System requested that these peo­ 
ple involved com e to his office and vote individually t«» either accept or reject lai­ 
cal Union No. 677 as their bargaining agent, w hile standing over them as they 
voted — plus the fact that he included m an y in the school system that w ere not in 
the bargaining unit. 


To date this top officer refuses to divulge the results of the election so rude­ 
ly conducted. The delegates to Trades and Labor Council were informed by this 
group that they are dues-paying members of Local Union No. 677 which proves 
that Local Union No. 677 is the union ot their choice.

what happened to the secret vote — the secret ballot — conducting an election?

Liverpool School System and Board Members that the Council has always supported 
the school levies presented by them. 


The delegates of this Trades and Labor Council feel that the tactics recently 
applied by the top officer of the East Liverpool School System and his refusal to 
recognize the Labor Movement in this area will not help matters much when fu­ 
ture levies are presented.
